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1, According to v/hat Subject told M he sav/ OLEKSIY on 20 Nov 1963 
at the appointed time and place. OLEKSIY took only the letter fOD Yuri 
and promised to accept the parcel at the next meeting on 29 Nov 1963 
( Subject did not tell the exact place and time anc^entioned only 7o;^h street, 
those data xd.ll be submitted additionally.) 

2. OLEKSIY told Subject his name buthe forgot. He also told him that 
he vras Second Secretary of the MZS (Ministry of Foreign Affairs) of the Ukr SSR, 
(N.B. This v;oifLd substantiate the assumption that OLEKSIY and BOLBOTENKO are 
identical. ) 


. 3, When asked about SrGHERBYTSKYI ’ S removal, OLEKSIY explained that 

there were 2 factions in the Ukrainian top party and government echelon. 

One was more intell ectxial, sophisticated, and "progressive". SHCHERBYTSKYI 
belonged to this categorj-- and was backed by it. The other faction vras 
older, less educated, less sophisticated, but more practical. To those belonged 
PODGORNY. KHRUSHCHEV himself was also of the same category and that's xdxy he has 
deposed 3HGHERBYTSKYJ and elevated ^DGORI'n to Moscow. 

OLEKSIY also described SKGKERBYTSKYI as a man v/ho "sat at the desk" vrhereas 
his opponents ran all over the ch'untrj''.

Subject’s raother and brother joined some religious sect and were persecuted 
for their religious activities* OLEKSIY felt very sorry about it but responsible

They vrouldn't mind 
it if he would te.ve v;ritten liis "Prince” from a Marxist, raaterialistic angle vdth 
understanding that the industrialisation was necessaiy for adieving material 
aboundance and vrelfare which in its t\irn was indispensable for real freedom. 

In this colossal undertald.ng - sacrifices and mistakes -were bound to occui' 
but vfhat counted v/as the industrialization itself, 

5. OLEKSIY and BORIS made in general a very good impression on 
Subject as Uvrainiansand people basically honest, in spite of all. He was 
determined not to return to the Ulcraine but decided to maintain contact v/ith 
liis son in order not to complicate thing for the latter. Though he saw his son 
last time when Td'ori was 9 years old , Subject did not vrant: ' to doubt tliat his 
son and the letser were genuine. All the arguments of Dr P and M against 
maintaining fru-ther contacts with Oleksiy and Boris , Subject rejected and 
was deiermined to follow "the voixxe of his soul”. 

Subject became very excited, emotional , and simply unable to thinfe 
logically , There seems also to be an element of fear - for ills son and iriimself. 
He sav/ also eventually in his contacts chances”to tell the truth to com .unists ” 
and learn more about his relatives and the situation in the Ukraine from them. 
Subject was imvn.lling to report to the FBI directly and preferred to 
tell about it Ms bosses in the Radio Liberation.Hfi,; promised to do so on 18 Mov 
1963. 

Together irith si’it and other gifts Subject plamed to give to OLEKSIY 
for Ms son a long letter ^xirlaining Ms reasons for not returning home. 

He v/rote about 10 pages. On suggestion of M on 18 

NoV he decided to vrrite a new one much shorter. 
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6, Subject v/as told by OLEKSIY tliat before had tried. to visit him 

for 3 times but alvrays failed. Subject uas not at horae.
